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Town one 
of worst 
on empty 
shops list 

DUDLEY high street is one 
of the worst in the country 
when it comes to empty 
shops, new figures claim. 

The number of units lying 
vacant has got worse in the 
last year, with Dudley and 
West Bromwich the two 
worst in England for 
medium-sized towns with 29 
per cent and 28 per cent of 
shops empty respectively. 

Wolverhampton and Wal¬ 
sall are fifth and seventh in 
the top 10 large towns and 
cities with 27.3 per cent and 
26.9 per cent of shops 
vacant. 

The average for the West 
Midlands is 16 per cent 
according to the Local Data 
Company. High streets in 
Staffordshire are faring bet¬ 
ter. 

But the Black Country 
occupies four out of five of 
the worst performing cen¬ 
tres in the West Midlands, 
with Stoke-on-Trent at 
number five. 

The figures released today 
by LDC come as the Govern¬ 
ment is trying to revive the 
high street with the help of 
shopping guru Mary Portas. 

Out of town shopping cen¬ 
tres are also contributing to 
the decline. 

Walsall has around 100 
unoccupied shops in the 
town centre. River Island is 
moving to Crown Wharf 
Retail Park. In Wolverhamp¬ 
ton last summer fashion 
retailer TK Maxx moved out 
of the city centre.

£5m TO REPUCE 
STREET LIGHTING 


by Heather Large 


MORE than £5million will be spent on replacing thou¬ 
sands of street lights across Dudley with new energy-sav¬ 
ing ones. It follows a trial on the Priory estate which saw 
100 outdated lamps replaced with modern white lights. 

Council bosses now plan to roll them out around the borough and around 27,000 lights 
will be converted or replaced.The council estimates the lamps, which use around 50 per 
cent less energy, would save the authority £150,000 a year. Maintenance costs for the 
lamps are also much lower. 

Lighting levels can be cut using a dimming device when there is less traffic while still 
maintaining safe visibility for motorists and pedestrians. The total cost of the project is 

£5,054,000 and some of the cash will be 
spent on a new computer system which will 
also give council workers greater control of 
the lights and help reduce maintenance 
work. 

A report by chief executive John Poly- 
chronakis said: “The replacement equip¬ 
ment would also carry a dimming module 
to allow the luminaire to be dimmed if and 
as required. 

“In total around 27,800 units, 87 per cent 
of the borough total, would be converted or 
replaced.” 

The council is also putting aside £400,000 
to replace dangerous or outdated lampposts 
in 2012/13. 

Value 

Dudley Council has previously piloted 10 
different types of energy-saving fittings in 
roads in the Priory area to establish which 
option offers best value for money. 

A demonstration took place in Hazel 
Road given residents on the estate the 
chance to see how the new lights worked. 

Councillor Alan Finch, who represents 
Castle and Priory, said: “Energy-saving 
lights are a good idea if they are saving the 
council money but safety is also very impor¬ 
tant. 

“We need to ensure there is enough light 
so we are not encouraging anti-social 
behaviour. It could work well as long as 
there is enough light in the streets.” 

Other local authorities across the region 
including Sandwell and Walsall have also 
installed energy saving street lamps. 

Street lights are being dimmed after mid¬ 
night in Wolverhampton as councils battle 
to save money. 

On the Rakegate estate, 112 lights are 
being turned down to just 40 per cent of 
their full power between midnight and 
6am.

£ 100,000 
manhole 
theft bill 

METAL thieves stealing 
manhole and gully covers 
have cost taxpayers in 
Worcestershire more than 
£100,000 in the past 12 
months, new figures claim. 

The soaring value ofmetal 
has led to around 650 covers 
being stolen around the 
county including more than 
80 in Wyre Forest since the 
start of 2011. 

Dozens of road signs have 
also been taken from around 
Worcestershire. 

They have now been 
replaced by fibreglass ones 
to prevent further thefts. 
Special labels have also been 
put on them to let thieves 
know they have no scrap 
value. 

Residents are being 
encouraged to watch for 
people wearing high visibil¬ 
ity clothing turning up in 
vans and posing as mainte¬ 
nance workers, as they may 
be the culprits. Highways 
teams have been replacing 
the stolen covers with 
hinged gulleys which are 
more difficult to remove. 

The bill has been revealed 
as Worcestershire County 
Council leaders spoke out in 
support of Government 
plans to make buying scrap 
metal for cash illegal and to 
increase fines for those 
breaking the law. Police also 
cliam around 320 supermar¬ 
ket trolleys had been stolen.

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80 homes 
bid closer 
to reality 

THE building of more than 
80 homes on the site of 
Dudley College’s Castle View 
campus have moved a step 
closer after a developer 
lodged an application for the 
scheme with council bosses. 

Bellway Homes has sub¬ 
mitted a full planning appli¬ 
cation to replace outdated 
teaching buildings and work¬ 
shops on the site, off the 
Parade, with a housing devel¬ 
opment including low-cost 
properties. 

The old campus is being 
sold off by the college to help 
fund its project to create a 
new “learning quarter” in 
Dudley town centre - includ¬ 
ing a new sixth form centre in 
Priory Road and a vocational 
centre in Tower Street. 

The Castle View site along 
with the college’s campuses 
at Mons Hill and Wolver¬ 
hampton Street will be 
surplus to requirements once 
the new facilities are open. 

Developer Bellway Homes 
has already been granted 
outline planning permission 
for the scheme but has now 
unveiled further details. 

They plan to build 84 two- 
storey homes. A statement 
from the developer said: 
“The site’s redevelopment 
will enable the provision of 
new college facilities in 
Dudley.”

Bus route to be reinstated on a trial basis 


A DIRECT bus service ferrying passen¬ 
gers between a Black Country estate and 
the Merry Hill shopping centre is to be 
reinstated on a trial basis following an 
outcry from residents. 

Residents on the Stickley estate, in 
Gornal, were left furious after National 
Express changed the route of the 297 and 
297A service so it terminated at Gornal 
Wood bus station. 

People in the area, along with the Five 
Ways and Milking Bank protested over 
the move. 

They said that since the move they had 


been forced to walk to the bus terminal 
in Gornal Wood or catch another bus into 
Dudley to make the change there 
increasing their journey time. 

Agreement 

At a meeting of North Dudley Area 
Committee, Councillor David Stanley 
announced that an agreement had been 
brokered for a direct link between the 
estate and Merry Hill to be restored 
within the next couple of months. 

The service will begin on April 1 for a 
trial period. 

It will start at Stickley before travel¬ 


ling on to Gornal Wood, Pensnett 
Trading Estate, Pensnett, Brierley Hill, 
Merry Hill, Quarry Bank, Cradley 
Heath, Old Hill and terminating in Hale¬ 
sowen. 

Councillor Stanley, who is Dudley 
Council’s cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment and culture, said the first bus 
would leave Stickley around 7.15am so 
the service would be of benefit to people 
on their way to work. 

If the trial is a success, Councillor 
Stanley said he hoped to convince the 
travel operator to reinstate a link to 


Dudley - fully restoring the previous 297 
service.Residents had previously raised 
a petition for the service to be reinstated. 

Spokesman for National Express Jack 
Kelly said: “We have listened to cus¬ 
tomers and have reinstated this route 
between the estate and the Merry Hill 
Centre. 

Extended 

“We have also extended it to take in 
Halesowen as well. 

“This will provide people with access 
to the shopping centre from this part of 
Gornal,” added Mr Kelly. 


One bell of a restoration as 



church rings the changes 


A BELL of a restoration job has broken out at 
a Black Country church. The years have taken 
their toll on the eight bells at Christ Church in 
Lye near Stourbridge so they have been taken 


for a major makeover. 

The bells have been 
lowered from their tower for 
the first time in more than 
120 years to be restored. 

Because of their age the 
bells were only rung occa¬ 
sionally, but thanks to a suc¬ 
cessful fundraising drive - 
which raised around 
£40,000 - restoration is now 
under way, and will allow the 
bells to ring out on a regular 
basis. 

Specialists have removed 
the bells with each one care¬ 
fully lowered using hand 
operated pulleys through 
two trapdoors to the ground. 

They will specially 
cleaned and tuned before 
having their clappers 
replaced. 

Made in Belgium by 
Severin Van Aerschodt of 
Leuven, the bells have 
ornate features, markings 
and inscriptions unlike most 
English-made bells of the 
1800s. They vary in size 
from 0.75cwt (35kg) to 
3.5cwt (180kg) and are an 
alloy of copper and tin 
making them lighter than 
traditionally made bells. 

Parishioners have worked 
for almost three years to 
raise the cash through dona¬ 
tions, grants and fundrais-

ing for the work. Events held 
for funding, include a music 
hall and jazz evening, skit¬ 
tles night and quiz evenings. 

Chairman of the church 
bell restoration project, Bob 
Field, said: “We are really 
pleased to finally have the 
work under way as it has 
been along time. 

“It is the first time they 
have ever been taken from 
the tower so it is special.” 

The Ibstock Cory Envi¬ 
ronmental Trust has given 
the project £15,000 with 
£5,000 coming from the 
Worcestershire and Districts 
Change Ringing Association 
and £5,000 from the 
Garfield Weston Founda¬ 
tion. 

The remainder of the 
money came from donations 
to the restoration project. 

The replacement pieces, 
including new headstocks 
and clappers, have to be 
expertly designed. Joists are 
also to be replaced as the 
existing ones date back to 
1885. Mr Field said: “This is 
a major scheme which has 
not only been supported by 
members of the church but 
also bell ringing groups 
across the area.”

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Council raid strips pot 
plants and hall carpets 


A COUNCIL raided a row of flats in 
the Black Country - and stripped 
the landings of carpets and pot 
plants in a health and safety drive. 

People living in the nine blocks of low rise 
flats in South Road, Stourbridge - many of 
them elderly - are outraged and upset over 
the move. 

They watched as the carpets and plants 
they had tended in the communal areas for 
years were piled up on the lawn outside to 
await collection. 

Some of the plants disappeared quickly as 
passers-by took advantage of the windfall 
and carried them off to their own homes. 

Warned 

Dudley Council had warned some of the 
36 council tenants and flat owners in a letter 
dated January 5, sent on behalf of the 
housing manager for Norton, to remove 
items such as furniture, carpets, curtains 
and plants within 14 days or face removal. 

“It’s ridiculous - health and safety gone 
berserk,” said 81-year-old Beryl Haden, 
whose carpet she had fitted in the corridor 
outside her flat more than 20 years ago was 
among the victims of the council raid. 

“They say the carpet could be a fire 
hazard - but there hasn’t been a fire here. 

Councillor Adrian Turner, said: “Items of 
furniture and personal belongings left in 
communal areas or on landings, which are a 
potential hazard and could cause an 
obstruction in the event of an emergency are 
being removed.”

Motorists being forced from our roads 


WITH regards to Phil Tonks’ letter, the 
Government have been trying to force 
the motorist off the road for the past 25 
years. 

They have done this through fuel 
hikes, road tax, insurance, MoTs, speed 
cameras, roadside checks and a host of 
other things making it almost impossi¬ 
ble for anyone, especially OAPs such as 
myself to afford a car. 

Perhaps being a pensioner, I’m one of 
the lucky ones, I have a free bus pass, 
but I have also had a heart attack and 
also suffer from a lung disease, which 
means I cannot walk the distances to 
and from some of the bus stops. 


Also when I use the bus, I find the 
lower deck full of perfectly able folk, 
who could have gone up stairs, or 
mothers with push chairs, (although 
these mothers have to be able to store 
their pushchairs somewhere). 

The congestion is definitely another 
problem, for as I drive from Kingswin¬ 
ford to Stourbridge, it is stop-start, 
stop-start, every few yards. The cause 
of this? A double deck bus carrying 
three passengers and a few hundred 
yards in front another with just as 
many on board, further up the road, 
two or three single deckers, a couple 
probably empty, get past these and the 


congestion’s gone, a journey that takes 
a bus one hour, takes a car 15 minutes. 

What is needed is a complete review 
of our transport system, £5m is to be 
spent on bringing a train similar to the 
Metro, to run from Stourbridge to the 
Water Front at Merry Hill. Why stop 
there, why not carry on down the old 
coal line, across the back of the Fens 
Pool, down past the Crooked House and 
through Wombourne to link up with 
the existing line at Wolverhampton?

Raise a glass as brewery 
gets ready for expansion 


FAMILY-RUN Holden’s 
Brewery has seen a number of 
changes in the industry during 
its near 100-year history. 

And with real ale enjoying a ren¬ 
aissance with drinkers moving 
away from modern lagers, the firm 
is looking stronger than ever. 

One of just 33 family-owned inde¬ 
pendent breweries in Britain with 
21 pubs across the Black Country, it 
has announced expansion plans 
that will see its Woodsetton site 
extended and its ale production 
increased from 50,000 pints a week 
to 75,000. 

Steve Thompson, brewery liaison 
officer for The Campaign for Real 
Ale (CAMRA), said: “Holden’s is 
one of the most successful brew¬ 
eries in the area because it has 
responded to the changes in the 
industry” 

The brewery came from small 
beginnings, when one man decided 
not to follow in his father’s foot¬ 
steps and become a shoemaker, but 
instead to follow the example of his

father-in-law. Edwin Alfred Holden 
was born in 1875, the youngest of 
seven sons. 

His father Daniel was a skilled 
shoemaker and after he left school, 
Edwin decided to join him and older 
brother Walter in the family busi¬ 
ness. 

But he later married Lucy 
Round, whose father Benjamin 
owned the Trust in Providence, in 
Washington Street, Dudley. 

It changed his career path and 
the young couple became tenants 
and ran a number of pubs including 
the Atkinson’s house The Britan¬ 
nia Inn, Netherton. 

When Lucy’s father died in 1900, 
her mother kept the licence of the 
Britannia and in 1904 the couple 
moved to the Struggling Man Inn, 
Dudley. The couple and their son 


Teddy later moved into The Park 
Inn, Woodsetton, a brewhouse. 

They were there just six months 
when Edwin died in 1920. Lucy 
continued to operate the pub and 
Teddy was to follow in his mother 
and father’s footstep. 

The ensuing decades saw the 
company’s expansion and the 
establishment of Edwin Holden’s 
Bottling Company. 

Before his death in 1981, Teddy 
had acquired several pubs includ¬ 
ing The New Inn, Rose & Crown, 
The Trumpet and had extended the 
brewery. 

His son, Edwin, joined him in 
1965. Together they increased the 
estate. 

His sons Jonathan and Edwin 
went on to increase the Holden’s 
estate, which include the acclaimed 
Great Western in Wolverhampton 
and The Station, Codsall. 

Jonathan, now a director, has 
been instrumental in the develop¬ 
ment of new products and hopes 
the expansion will represent “thou¬ 
sands of pounds investment”.

Officials from Age UK Dudley will draw 
up and carry out the probe into proposals to 
shut New Bradley Hall, Kingswinford. More 
than 5,000 people have signed petitions 
protesting against the controversial plans 
announced last year. Around 30 residents, 
some of whom are over 90, face being moved 
out if the closure goes ahead. 

Dudley Council adult social care chief 
Councillor David Vickers claims the move 
would “ensure an open and transparent 
process” for the public to share their views. 

Analysed 

The consultation has started but full 
details on the scheme are now available on 
www. dudley. gov.uk/newbradley 

It is expected it will run until April before 
the findings are analysed and reported back 
to cabinet in July. 

“No final decision on the options have 
been made and the council is open to con¬ 
sider any alternative option that meets the 
demand for older people’s services now and 
in the future,” said Councillor Vickers. 

“We have listened to residents, have 
attended two public meetings and received 
letters and emails in relation to a proposal to 
close the home last year. 

“We have asked Age UK Dudley to carry 
out the consultation programme on our 
behalf and we are confident that they will 
ensure an open and transparent process.” 

Lead campaigner Mac Scott MBE said he 
wanted to discuss it with the residents.

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M-way drains work will 
mean delays for drivers 


DRIVERS may be facing up to 10 
weeks of misery on a stretch of 
motorway in the Black Country 
due to a £2.1 million scheme to 
replace drainage. 

The Highways Agency is carrying out 
work to replace drainage on the 1.7-mile car¬ 
riageway from the M5 junction one for West 
Bromwich to the M6 junction eight for 
Wednesbury. The round-the-clock projectis 
expected to last around 10 weeks. Bosses 
said they have planned their schedule to 
cause the minimum disruption. 

A new drainage system will be installed on 
both the north and southbound carriage¬ 
ways to prevent surface water collecting and 
to keep the road in a safe and serviceable 
condition. 

Enforced 

There will be narrow lanes running in 
both directions during the day with lane clo¬ 
sures overnight. A 40mph speed restriction 
will be enforced throughout the works to 
protect roadworkers and motorists. 

There will also be occasional overnight 
closures of slip roads and the main carriage¬ 
way between the hours of 10pm and 5am to 
allow work to take place. 

Wayne Norris, Highways Agency project 
sponsor, said: “This is routine but vital 
maintenance work to replace the current 
drainage system which has come to the end 
of its serviceable life. 

“We have worked hard to design these 
works to minimise inconvenience to road 
users however, some delays will be 
inevitable as this is a very busy stretch of 
motorway.

Mystery firm will bring 
continental bar to town 


A CONTINENTAL-STYLE bar and 
restaurant will be built at a his¬ 
toric site in Dudley as part of town 
centre regeneration plans. 

A firm has signed a deal to take over the 
old Carver’s Cafe in Stone Street Square, 
which has stood empty for years. 

The building will feature two large 
arched doorways harking back to when it 
was a fire station more than 100 years ago. 

It will also have a new entrance on to the 
square surrounded by glass panels, along 
with a piazza for tables and chairs. 

The long-standing project had been 
central to the council’s plans to regenerate 
the town but was shelved last year due to a 
lack of cash. 

Agreed 

But now a firm - which the council has 
been asked not to name - has stepped in 
and agreed to take over the premises. 

Work is expected to start sometime this 
year, the council says. The development 
was originally conceived as the first stage 
of a £4.3 million redevelopment of the 
town centre but the plans fell through due 
to funding problems. 

But since then £4.5m of European 
funding has been secured towards a £10m 
project to link Dudley Zoo to the Black 
Country Living Museum and Dudley 
Canal Trust. 

Traders have been calling for Stone 
Street Square to be reopened as a tempo¬ 
rary car park. But council bosses said re¬ 
introducing it would be a “backwards 
step”.

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Families lose battle over 
cars using 'rat run' road 


Residents have lost their three- 
year battle to get crossings built 
on a “rat-run” used by motorists 
avoiding a busy junction in the 
Black Country. 

Oakham Road in Dudley became clogged 
with traffic when work to remove the 
Burnt Tree island started in 2009. 

But since the new junction was opened 
last year drivers are still using the route 
and council bosses admit traffic has not 
reduced as much as they would have 
expected. 

Householders had called for pedestrian 
crossings. They claimed their lives were 
being put at risk by motorists using the 
road as a “rat-run”. 

But last week a meeting of Dudley coun¬ 
cillors was told that the road “did not meet 
criteria” for new crossings to be built there. 

The authority’s traffic manager Peter 
Vangeersdaele told the Central Dudley 
Area Committee: “A number of locations 
along Oakham Road had been looked at for 
controlled crossing facilities in response to 
requests from residents. 


“The idea is to break up the traffic flow 
along the road. But unfortunately none of 
the locations can be taken forward as they 
either do not meet the criteria or it is tech¬ 
nically not feasible to install a crossing 
there.” 

But he said the road would be added to 
the list being considered for other safety 
measures during the next financial year. 

Higher 

Mr Vangeersdaele said traffic increased 
by a third during the Burnt Tree works but 
was still 15 per cent higher than before 
even though the scheme has now ended. 

He added: “I can assure the local commu¬ 
nity that we will continue to work with 
them and listen to their concerns.” 

Resident John Ward, aged 54, said he 
feared someone would end up getting killed 
on the road as cars often break the 30mph 
speed limit. 

He said: “Crossings seemed like the only 
option so I can’t believe they have scrapped 
that idea. 

“We’ve given up on anything being done 
now. It’s a joke.” 


Start date hope for 
British Sugar site 

WORK COULD start this summer on plans to turn Kid¬ 
derminster’s former British Sugar site into a thriving 
business park, creating hundreds of new jobs, thanks to 
an injection of Government cash. 

The Wyre Forest area is among a string of districts set 
to benefit from a share of £15.4 million from the Growing 
Places Fund that is going to the Greater Birmingham and 
Solihull Local Enterprise Partnership . 

The Growing Places Fund is designed to boost economic 
growth by getting the required infrastructure built to 
enable the creation of new jobs and get stalled projects 
moving again. 

Before Christmas developers St Francis Group revealed 
plans to revamp the disused site in Kidderminster, build¬ 
ing more than 300 homes and a business park that could 
create 400 jobs on the 74-acre plot, the largest brownfield 
site in Wyre Forest. The land became disused after British 
Sugar shut down operations and sold it off in 2002. A final 
decision on which projects will receive funding has yet to 
be taken.

Cambridge Properties (LCP). A report pre¬ 
pared by LCP on the scheme, says it is an 
exciting opportunity for regeneration.

MORE than 2,200 campaigners 
have signed a petition against 
plans to close a Royal Mail deliv¬ 
ery office which they claim will 
rob their town of a vital service. 

A feasibility study is under way into plans 
to shut the office in Stourport High Street 
and transfer staff to Kidderminster. But the 
plan has sparked a wave of protest from res¬ 
idents and traders who fear it will impact on 
the service and make it more difficult to 
collect parcels. A petition against the pro¬ 
posals was launched by the Communica¬ 
tions Workers Union. 

Members said it has been signed by 2,257 
people in the town so far. 

The union launched the petition just 
before Christmas to gauge the depth of 
feeling over the plans in the community and 
said the response had been “overwhelm¬ 
ing”. 

Wrong 

CWU spokesman Michael Dobbins said: 
“People do not want this office to be lost to 
the community and this shows the strength 
of feeling about the proposals.” 

Royal Mail officials say the plan to close 
the site is due to changes in the way the 
service operates, as bulkier items, such as 
parcels, now make up the majority of deliv¬ 
eries. They said more vans were also needed 
to transport the items and the Stourport site 
would not be able to cope with an influx of 
new vehicles. 

Royal Mail spokesman Andrew Bell said: 
“We would stress nothing has been set in 
stone and no definite timetable has been 
drawn up.”

Plans aim to make old 
pool plot more saleable

A DEVELOPMENT plan is being 
drawn up for the site of a former 
Black Country swimming pool as 
council bosses get ready to put 
the land on the market. 

Talks are taking place with companies 
that own land around where Coseley Baths 
once stood in Pear Tree Lane to see whether 
sites could be sold as a bundle to make them 
more attractive to developers. Dudley 
Council said a development prospectus was 
being prepared ahead of the former baths 
site being advertised for sale. 

The baths controversially closed in 
August 2009 after Dudley Council said 
repairs were needed to the roof and work to 
other areas. The Pear Tree Lane building 
came down in March 2010. 

Retirement 

The site had been used temporarily as a 
car park by contractors building the £4 
million Midland Heart extra care retire¬ 
ment village in nearby Whitehouse Street 
which opened at the end of last year. 

Councillor Tim Wright, said: “The council 
has now taken back control of the former 
Coseley Baths site following its use by con¬ 
tractors as part of the development of the 
new extra care housing scheme which was 
recently opened. 

“We have not exhausted the possibility of 
a joint disposal and discussions with adja¬ 
cent landowners are in hand. A develop¬ 
ment prospectus is being prepared and will 
form the basis for marketing of the site.” 

The baths were demolished despite a 
high-profile campaign by local residents.

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Beauty spot walkers are 
warned over car crime 


WALKERS are being warned to be on 
their guard against thieves as police 
launch a crackdown on vehicle crime at a 
beauty spot near Stourbridge. 

Patrols at car parks on the Clent Hills 
have been increased and police and com¬ 
munity support officers are speaking to 
drivers and handing out notices telling 
thieves all valuables have been removed 
from cars. 

Vehicle crime is a year-round problem 
at Clent Hills, with handbags, mobile 
phones, MP3 players, laptops, digital 
cameras and sat navs all being taken. 

CSO Sue White, of the Hagley and 
Rural Local Policing Team, said: “Most of 
the thefts happen on the Walton Hill or 


Uffmore Wood car parks, which are more 
isolated. 

“The main Nimmings Wood car park is 
not so much of a problem, as there is a car 
park attendant. 

“They usually take place at weekends, 
and we believe the offenders watch people 
place handbags and other valuables into 
their boots of their cars, and then strike 
after seeing them walk off. 

“Although we patrol the car parks 
whenever we can, we cannot possibly 
cover all of the locations, so we really need 
to get the message across to people.” 

“Thefts from vehicles cause a consider¬ 
able amount of distress.” 


Local hostility criticised 


A LEADING Wyre Forest 
councillor has slated local 
“hostility” to proposed gipsy 
and traveller sites during a 
public consultation - labelling 
it a “dark episode” in the dis¬ 
trict’s history. 

Wyre Forest Councillor Julian 
Phillips, said he feared the consulta¬ 
tion had brought out “the worst” in 
some people. Another local councillor, 
Chris Nicholls, disagreed, saying he 
had not heard any “intolerance or neg¬ 
ativity” towards the travelling commu¬ 
nity at any of the public meetings he 
attended. 

But Councillor Phillips said: “I feel 
in some respects the consultation 


period brought out the worst in our 
community in terms of the hostility of 
some towards gipsies and travellers, 
and to be fair, the distrust of some 
gipsies and travellers towards the 
wider community. 

“Sadly this is a global problem that 
has existed for generations and not one 
that this council can solve. It has been 
a very dark episode in Wyre Forest 
history.” 

Intolerance 

Council leader, Councillor John 
Campion said he had also met a “con¬ 
siderable amount of intolerance” 
expressed to him during the consulta¬ 
tion. 

A cabinet meeting recently agreed 
with a recommendation from an 


overview and scrutiny committee to 
approve a further public consultation 
on proposals for gipsy and traveller 
pitches on land at three sites, all in 
Stourport - one opposite the Gate¬ 
house, another in Sandy Lane and a 
third in Broach Road. 

It also agreed with the overview and 
scrutiny committee’s recommendation 
to drop proposed pitches at Clows Top, 
the former Yieldingtree Packing site in 
Hackman’s Gate, near Hagley, Hoo- 
brook Industrial Estate, Kiddermin¬ 
ster, and Wilden Lane, between 
Stourport and Kidderminster. 

The cabinet also agreed to draw up a 
detailed policy for use in any future 
planning applications for travelling 
showpeople, gipsy and traveller sites in 
the district. 
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£300,000 
repair bill 

AROUND £300,000 of 
repair work will be 
needed to bring a Dudley 
day centre up to standard 
after it was saved from 
the axe. 

Woodside Day Centre, 
Holly Hall, was due to 
close. Dudley Council 
wanted to move the 
service to another site. 

When more than 500 
people signed a petition in 
protest at the move council 
chiefs relented and decided 
to keep it open.

Cold War bunker 
has rare open day

THEY ARE a vast labyrinth of three-and-a-half miles of 
tunnels which had been a base for top secret war operations 
and Cold War strategists. 

Visitors were given a rare glimpse of the Drakelow 
Tunnels, near Kidderminster, after they were opened for a 
one-off open day. Sixty people visited the passageways. 

The 265,000sq ft network of tunnels and rooms had once 
been used by MPs, military officials and RAF chiefs. 

But the tunnels, which lie underneath Kingsford Country 
Park between Wolverley and Kinver, had been empty since 
the 1990s when the Cold War finished. 

Visitors were able to see huge kitchens which had been 
replaced as part of a £1 million modernisation plan in the 
1980s. 

Tables, worksurfaces and even a stainless steel hot water 
dispenser remain in good condition. 

The building was saved in 1993 by the Drakelow Preser¬ 
vation Trust.

THE WAY I SEE IT 


Dedicated work of the police 
specials often goes unseen 


ANNA Goodwin 
worked a full shift on 
Friday. By days she’s 
working hard in a 
local supermarket. 

But while most other peo¬ 
ple clock off at 5pm, she’s 
reporting for duty and head¬ 
ing out on patrol to keep 
Dudley’s streets safe as one 
of 70 people volunteering as 
specials. 

Last Friday evening I got 
the chance to join them on 
patrol - and it gave me a 
fantastic insight into the 
work they do, on what is one 
of their busiest shifts. 

A lot of people may not be 
aware of their role but that's 
because they carry out many 
of the same functions as reg¬ 
ular police - they can arrest 
people, they wear the same 
kit, they are based at the 
same stations and deal with 
many of the same sorts of 
crime. 

If there’s a group of kids 
causing trouble at the end of 
your road, or if you spot 
someone trying to steal lead 
from your local church roof, 
there’s a fair chance it will 
be the specials who respond 
to your call. 

Time and again residents 
tell me that safer streets are 
their number one priority 
and the police in Dudley do 
a great job.

In particular the develop¬ 
ment of community polic¬ 
ing - responding quickly and 
effectively to incidents of 
anti-social behaviour, crimi¬ 
nal damage or petty crime, 
has been very welcome. The 
specials play a vital role in 
this effort. 

For some, joining the spe¬ 
cials is a stepping stone to 
applying for a permanent 
police position, for others it's 
a vocation - giving up their 
own time to make their com¬ 
munity a better place. 

I've got nothing but admi¬ 
ration for their hard work 
and dedication. 

Pilot scheme 

Our new college buildings 
and the start of work on the 
£4.5million scheme to link 
The Black Country Living 


Museum with the zoo and 
castle are good news for 
Dudley, but make no mis¬ 
take, these are really tough 
times for town centre 
traders. 

For this reason I’m 
pleased the Government has 
commissioned the Portas 
review, which delivered its 
findings at the end of last 
year. 

She made around 30 rec¬ 
ommendations and I am 
pleased to see these include 
Ians to cut red tape, reduce 
usiness rates and change 
planning laws to encourage 
new developments; things 
I've long been calling for. 

Her recommendations 
will be piloted on a small 
number of specially selected 
towns and I’ve written to 
her and to the Minister to 


press Dudley’s case. 

I’ve also written to the 
Council urging them to put 
Dudley forward. I think it’s 
vital we take advantage of 
this opportunity. 

Being selected as a pilot 
town offers us a share of 
£lmillion; a pool of top-class 
expertise and could be the 
helping hand we need to 
kick-start the transforma¬ 
tion of the town centre. 

With unemployment ris¬ 
ing, family incomes being 
squeezed, the growth of 
internet shopping and the 
popularity of Merry Hill, 
Dudley is under more pres¬ 
sure than ever before. 

But instead of accepting 
continuing decline, we need 
a renewed focus on how we 
can improve things. 

I’ve been saying for a long 
time they need to get 
traders, shoppers and local 
residents together to come 
up with an action plan. 

One of the key recommen¬ 
dations of Mary Portas’ 
report is the creation of 
town teams. They would 
oversee changes and try out 
new thinking. 

It’s a great idea because 
all the key players are repre¬ 
sented and they all have a 
say in decision making. 

Even if our bid is unsuc¬ 
cessful I’d like to see them 
introduced.

THERE are occasions when only a van will do 
what you need, and by sheer fortune Nissan 
provided the latest NV200 for me to test. 

It has been sometime since I have driven a van and I was 
expecting a little more refinement than my previous expe¬ 
rience, but I wasn’t really prepared for the NV200. 

First off, the interior felt very car-like and whilst there is 
an upright seating position, it was not uncomfortable and 
after nearly three hours of driving I was pretty impressed 
that I didn’t feel any form of fatigue. 

The dashboard is well laid out and I was interested to see 
that one portion of the dash turns into a reversing camera 
viewer. Something that, as an occasional van driver, was 
extremely useful as I needed to manoeuvre around a 
crowded trading estate. 

Storage pods 

There were a number of cubby holes and shelves, all 13 of 
them! There are even storage pods under the seats. These 
provide all the space needed to store almost everything you 
can think of. 

I am not sure how to describe styling when it comes to a 
van, but the Nissan looked purposeful. What you get is two 
sliding side doors, and a twin rear doors which allow easy 
access to the load area. The sliding doors were extremely 
useful when I needed to pick up my engine block, as the side 
I would have loaded from was not available as I needed to 
park close to another van. 

A fellow van driver did comment on this feature and 
thought it very good, which is high praise indeed from 
someone that drives a van all day. 

Quite low 

The load space itself was covered in a rubber-type mat, 
which whilst it looked good, did feel a little flimsy and would 
not last long with the sort of abuse you would expect the 
load space to receive. Also worth a mention is the fact that 
the floor is quite low so there was no problem with two of us 
manhandling a 3001b awkward-shaped weight to exactly 
where we wanted it. 

I was a little concerned that the 1.5-litre engine may feel 
a bit underpowered in a van of this size but frankly it pro¬ 
pelled the Nissan quite merrily even fully loaded at motor¬ 
way speeds with little effort. 

The five speed gearbox is matched perfectly to the engine 
and I found it pretty difficult to get caught out in almost any 
situation. The best bit is that the overall fuel consumption 
was over 50mpg, which is remarkable considering the usual 
constraints of aerodynamics. 

Handling 

The wheels fitted are 14in, which did give the NV200 the 
look that they were too small for the body, I was therefore 
anticipating some handling issues. However, my fears were 
unfounded and the Nissan could be driven with confidence 
even fully loaded. 

As a non-regular van driver I have to say that I found 
myself finding jobs that I could use it for. I really enjoyed my 
time driving the NV200 and there are not that many vans I 
can think of where you can say that!
